Drowxrp or EATeEN BY Ticens.—The
FEnglish papers give the partienlars of
the loss of the American built shi
Eagie Speed while on her way wi
fonr hundred and ninsty-seven coolies
from Port Canning to Demarara. The
wreck took place near Halliday's
Islar |, August 22, and the fatal re-
snits are thus deseribed :

Three of the Eagle Speed's boats
were launched, mannved by the crew.
Including the coolies, who threw
themselves into the water on hen-
coons. the Doat saved one hundred
and sixty-nine, and all the Europeans.
Captain Hopkins' beat made five
tips, but the others were soon smash-
«d ; one of them had at half-past
twelve bronght off the Captain, whom
his own erew reinsed to help

The steamer Lady Elzin, which was
nenr. left for Port Canning ; no hing
was given to three hundred miserable
wretches who were sinking to launch
the ship's entter, which had not been
nsed. though the one European left
and five negroes did so, and with
thirty coolies were afterwards fonnd
by the steamer. The ship continued
to dcat all that night, and did not
sizk il seven on Wednesday morn-
ing, justifying the oypinion of Captain
Hopiins, “‘Censidering the rate at
which the ship was sinking, I was
sansmine thet we would have succeaded
in getting the greater portion of the
coolies out.”

Two steamers were at once sent
round from Calentta. end the Lady
Elgin returned from Port Canning.
They found three coclie lads on the
mast of the wreck, and saved about
sizty more who hLad flonted to Halli-
day’s and Buteher Island, where the
tigers are said to Liave destroy=1 some.
The coolies assert that the iast Eu-
ropean attempted to fire the ship.
Of the four hundred and ninety-seven
coolies, two hundred and sixty scem
to have perished on that terrible
Wednesday morning, or afterwards
ir the jungle.
